Signor Tittoni, Italian Foreign

OUTLINES SITUATION 


Declares Italy’s Position is Less 
Favorable Than at Beginning 
of Peace Conference. 


ROME, June 26.—The senate to- 
day unanimously approved the for- 
eign policy of the new Italian govern- 
ment as presented in an address by 
foreign minister Titton. Judgment 
was reverved, however, regarding the 
government's home policy. 

The position of italy at present is 
leas favorable than at the beginning 
of the peace conference, because the 
Italian delegation has approved all 
that Great Britain and France have 
asked in Asia and Africa while thove 


powers have not acknowledged the 
claims of Italy. Foreign minister Tit- 
toni declared. If this situation 
should continue, he added, Great 


Britain and France would be at peace 

id free to demobilize and to heal 
their wounds, while it would be im- 
possible for Italy to do this because 
she would not be at peace, 

“I tell you these facts,” the for- 
eign minister said, ‘But do not judge.

Signor Tittoni summarized the pre- 
tent status of Italy's negotiations as 
follows:

German Signatories to Peace 
Treaty Due to Leave Berlin 
Thursday Night. 


PARIS, June 26.—Dr. Herman 
Mueller, German foreign minister, and 
Dr, Bell, minister of colonies, who 
have been selected to sign the peace 
treaty, will arrive at Versailles on 
Saturday morning, the Havas Agency 
learns, 

Mr. Mueller and Dr. Bell are 
leaving Berlin on the ordinary train. 

Throughout the day _ yesterday, 
Premier Bauer at Berlin kept Dr. 
Haniel posted regarding the difficul- 
ties of selecting the delegation for 
the signing of the treaty, says the 
Petit Paries correspondent at Ver- 
sailles. The cabinet met no less than 
three times the members of the old 
mission headed by Count Von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, the members of the 
Scheidemann cabinet, who recently 
retired, being present. It was desired 
to select a delegation of eight mem- 
‘bers, the advices stated, but only 
three were secured.

RURAL SCHOOL 
CHILDREN PROVE 
THRIFT BOOSTERS 


REGINA, Sask., June 27, — Rural 
school children of this province are 
now organized into ninety thrift clubs, 
with a membership of 1724.

J. E. Evans of Cardiff, Wales, 
Tells Rotary Club of British 
Finances. 


An insight into the conditions of in- 
| dustry Jn the United Kingdom was af- 
forded in an interesting talk given at 
| the weekly meeting of the Rotary club 
jon Thursday by J. BE. Evans, of Car- 
diff, Wales, who is In the city Just now 
visiting his brothers-in-law, Messrs. J. 
J, and DD. M. Duggan. Mr. Evans 
stated ‘that there was all over the Brit- 
ish Isles a feeling of unrest, and that 
Lloyd George had endeavored in the 
recent election to stem the movement 
towards Bolshevism, which was well 
recognized by leaders of all parties as 
a distinct menace, by the selection of 
labor leaders of the moderate type as 
}candidates for election, and it was 
| sienificant that in that election there 
| was returned to the British parliament 
}a great many such men. It was hoped 
that by this means the forces of rea- 
son and moderation would prevail and 
the old country would be saved the 
fate which had befallen Russia. 

One very distinct avenue of service, 
in the opinion of ‘he speaker, lay 
open in Canada to such organizations 
as the Rotary clubs. There was a 
great reluctance on the part of the 
British authorities to allow capital to 
be taken out of the British Isles for 
investment. There is, he said, a very 
heavy debt hanging over the empire, 
but the individual investor in England 
is mush better off just now than for 
many years. There is ample private 
money in the*old céuntry for tnvest- 
ment, and a great many wealthy men 
are anxious to be allowed to send thetr 
| money to Canada, and particularly to 
| western Canada, where attractive 
forms of investment are to be found. 
The speaker suggested that some pres- 
sure should be brought to bear in the 
proper quarters to secure an allevia- 
{tion of this condition which was un- 
| doubtedly retarding development in 
| western Canada, so far as the employ- 
|}ment of British capital {in such de- 
| velopment {ts concerned. 

Mr. Evans paid a high compliment 
to Hdmonton, which he described as a 
|HMve “go-ahead” city,’ comparable in 
| that respect to his own native city of 
Cardiff, which he believed was the

Up on the top side of this hill you 
are surrounded by traditions and you 
know it without bothering about de- 
tails, Remington never attempted to 
picture a more aliuring view, The 
broad valley of the “Big Gap” lies be- 
low you to the east. The companion 
ridge of the one on whose tumbled 
surface you etand, ranges away to the 
south and north wtth Its western 
slopes protecting the Pig Gap and its 
eastern slopes aiding in the narrower 
confinement of the Little Gap about 
four miles from the main valley.
